Office action. 

Claims 14-28 and 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combination of applicants admitted prior art (AAPA), Endo et al 150, Europe '440, Loboda et al, Zhao and 
Cheung etal (6287990). 

AAPA, Endo et al 150, Europe '440, Loboda et al, Zhao are applied as stated in the paper mailed 

3/5/04. 

The combination of AAPA, Endo et al 150, Europe '440, Loboda et al, Zhao do not include 
formation of the low-k intermetal dielectric layer using an organosiloxane or disilano compound as source 
gas. Zhao discloses that the low-k dielectric layer is suitably an oxide material (col.5, lines 42-50). 

Cheung et al (6287990) discloses formation of a low-k silicon dioxide material useful as an etch 
stop or an intermetal dielectric layer for fabricating dual damascene structures that provides excellent 
adhesion between different dielectric layers using organosiloxane compound or disilano compound as 
source gas (abstract). It would have been within the scope of one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
teachings of AAPA, Endo et al 150, Europe '440, Loboda et al, Zhao with those of Cheung et al to enable 
the low-k oxide of the combination to be formed and to provide adhesion as disclosed by Cheung et al. 
The reference discloses use of disilanomethane or 1,3-dimethyldisiloxane (col.6, lines 10-28). 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over xx as applied to claims xx 
above, and further in view of Subrahmanyan et al. 
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Subrahmanyan et al is applied as stated in the paper mailed 3.5.04 as providing motivation to 
employ nitrogen/hydrogen plasma cleaning of metallization exposed by a via.
